I would appreciate very much if you could send me the grant 
application forms and instructions necessary to submit a research 
proposal to your organization. 

I was trained under Dr. Roswell K. Boutwell at the McArdle 
Laboratory for Cancer Research, University of Wisconsin, and my 
research concerns the biochemistry of multistage skin carcino¬ 
genesis. Specifically, I study the role of reactive O 2 species in 
tumor promotion and progression. In my first proposal, I would like 
to assess the relationships between tumor promoter-induced H 2 O 2 
generation and DNA synthesis/damage in the well established mouse 
epidermal system in vivo and in vitro . 

Such information could then be used to determine whether tumor 
promoters enhance pro-oxidant states and tumorigenesis in the lungs. 
Because unidentified tumor promoters are present in the acidic 
fraction of the particulate ("tar") phase of tobacco smoke, this 
research might eventually lead to the identification of antioxidant 
protective agents effective'in the prevention of lung cancer.
